In California Since 1928 
He was adm itted to the Cali­ 
fornia bar in 1928 “and I ’v e been 
here most of the tim e ev er since,”

women and children rowed 800 
miles for 18 days on a pair of 
.crude rafts supported by 300 in- 
flated goat skins. They were flee- 
ing ''from their inland stations in 
Kansu before a new Chinese com- 
munist uprising. 


Their extraordinary adventures 


are being related here. 


F6rtunately, the upper reaches 


of the Yellow River which they 
covered from Luanchow to Paotou 
were free from the usual menace 
of banditry. Frequent rapids and 
tricky currents, however gave the 
18 adults and 5 children about all 
the thrills they needed. One dark 
night a raft with its sleeping 
Americans went adrift. 


Three of the -native Moslem 


raftsmen went on their knees in 
supplication to Allah, while the 
Chinese merely cursed. The prac- 
tical Christians ordered the Mo- 
hammedans to get busy and help 
themselves instead of waiting for 
Allah, and after an ordeal the run- 
away raft was brought back to 
its fellow.

The reports almost control the 


movement of the greater part of 
our commerce-—air, land and spa. 
Many times throughout the year 
they save lives and property with 
warnings of approaching

canes, cyclones, forest fires, sud- 
den changes in temperature, bliz- 
zards, electrical storms, etc. In 
addition, they arc the "bible" as 
far as the farmer is concerned, 
and on them depend largely, the 
success of their crops, and, in 
many instances, the life or death 
of live stork. 


These reports, regardless or how 


you get them, or how much atten- 
tion you give them, are prepared 
by an army of scientists scattered 
ail over the world. Most of them 
have never SC.LMI c;ich other but 
they work in the closest kind

Hunters in Wyoming "Bad Lands" 


tat It's All With Consent of U. S. Government and Meat Goes to the 


Needy as Large Herd Is Reduced 


A part of th« v:orld'» Urge*! elk herd, shown in the J*ck»on Hole country of Wyoming. 


DENVER, Colo.—Once 
again 


the staccato or rifle fire rever- 
berates throughout the wilds of 
the Jackson Hole country of Wy- 
oming, the last stronghold 
of 


western bad men and desperadoes. 


But this is not the gunfire of a 


pitched battle between a sheriff's 
possee and some hard bitten gang 
.of rustlers. It is the sound 
of 


hunters slaughtering hundreds of 
elk from the world's largest herd 
of these fleet-footed animals. The 
herd ranges at will over Yellow-1 
stone park and the Jackson Hole 
country just south of the park. 


'There is a crimson spurt and 


the sharp crack of a rifle shot 
and another monarch of the wikls 
plunges to the ground, his big 
round eyes glazed and puzzled in 
death. The carcass is skinned and 
sent to a packing -plant in Chey- 
enne, to _ be distributed 
to 
the 


needy in the west or shipped east 
for sale. 


25,000 In Herd 
" 


|n .the heart of the big game 
antry, the herd now totals 25,- 


elk, according to Frank Cook, 


deputy game commissioner 
in 


charge. 


"We have contracted with the 


packing company to handle the 
meat after our dcpa'rtment depu- 
ties kill the elk," Cook said, "and 
the company has already disposed 
of a large quantity of meat in 
.the east. 


"We shall slaughter a thousand 


or more to distribute to the needy. 
In this way, the herd will be re- 
duced to the number which the 
U. S. Biological Survey feeding 
grounds can take care of this win- 
ter." 


Feeding Grounds Taxed 


This reducing of the herd will 


give the surviving elk a better 
chance to come through the winter 
in go'ocl condition since the feeding 
grounds are taxed to care for more 
than 20,000. 


This autumn hunters have killed 


2,500 elk. But the calf crop last 
summer was in excess of 6,000. 


In exceptional winters wfth the 


grazing grounds smothered under 
several feet of snow, it is neces- 
sary to haul hundreds of tons of 
ha_y into the region lest the herd 


of hay during the most severe^ 
winters. 


If old King Winter bears down 


upon the Jackson Hole country 
early, it is necessary to feed the 
hay early. If not, the elk take the 
matters into their own hands, and 
charge down upon the ranches in 
the valleys and steals tons of hay 
from the ranchers and wreak gen- 
eral, havoc among the stockmen. 


The handling of the la.-ge herd 


is a difficult and at times heart- 
breaking task. Elk cannot be 
rounded wp in the park each year 
for scientific culling of the herd as 
the great buffalo herd kept there 
\s. Elk cannot be driven into 
corrals as the buffalo are driven. 
They scatter too badly if pur- 
sued, and are able to flee to rocky 
crags and promontories where no 
horseman can follow. 


Elk Becomo Wary 


When the elk season opens for 


hunters in the autumn; the" coun- 
try along IKS' southern boundary 
of the park abounds with eager 
huntsmen. Tent villages spring up 
along the know migration trails 
winding out of the park and over 
which the elk trail. But the 
elk 


have become wary of the danger 
ining these trails at this time of 
he year, and they are not so cas- 
ly .bagged as in former years. 
Vtany leave the park under the 
over of darkness or in the early 
norning hours. 


Two seasons ago a law went 


nto effect, prohibiting 
Hunters 


rom entering the district around 
he park during the first 
three 


lays of each week, and 
from 


shooting at the elk before 8:30 a. 
m. Such protection has given the 
afnimals more of a sporting chance 
.o leave the park before the com- 
ng of winter, and the herd has na- 
turally increased.

>But when veteran political ob- 


servers awoke that eventful morn- 
ing after the G. O. P. primary last 
Nov. 19 and.read that a Townsend 
candidate was swept into office 
over three other Republicans, they 
were puzzled. 


Candidate Main promptly dis- 


pelled any doubts over actual 
reason for victory by announcing 
h6' owed it all to support of the 
plan of Dr. Frances E. Townsend 
who proposes a $200 monthly pen- 
si6h for all Americans over 60. 


Republicans in the state, too, 


lost little time in announcing they 
Would support Republican Main, 
avoiding mention of the Townsend 
plan, but emphasizing that it was 
important 
the third district be 


kept in the Republican column. 


Forced As Issue 


In the opposition camp, Candi- 


date Cavanagh lost no time en- 
deavoring to make the Townsend 
plan the issue. 
He bitterly as- 


sailed Dr. TownsencVs proposed 
statute as "fantastic, unworkable, 
impossible," a plan which will 
"burden the farmers and mer- 
chants of the nation with un- 
dreamed of taxe:-i." 


Some political observers regard- 


ed the quick announcement by 
Michigan's senator Arthur H. Van- 
denberg as a stroke of political 
genius. 
Several Republican lead- 


ers 
hesitated 
about expressing 


themselves on Main's victory and 
particularly in what they regarded 
as a "will o' the wisp" plan. Van- 


-^denberg, however, stepped out with 


the declaration he would do "some 
campaigning" for Main. 


He said the important thing is 


to keep the third district Repub- 
lican, declining comment on the 
highly controversial platform on 
which Main hopps to win. 


His action promptly was fol- 


lowed by statements from other 
Republicans, and 
the strategic

will be whetted, and a like con- 
test will be found in every con- 
gressional district in every state 
of the union." 


Main, unheard of until he won 


his sweeping primary victory, re- 
taliated by charging in effect that 
Cavanagh was attempting to make 
the Townsend plan an issue in an 
adroit maneuver to cover up his 
disapproval of the Democratic ad- 
ministration. 


"It is illuminating to learn," said 


Main, "that my opponent declines 
to go forth to battle for the Roose- 
velt administration." 


Thus Main's statement drew1 a 


clean cut picture of the issues. He 
is for the Townsend plan, the Re- 
publicans are for him. without the 
plan, while Cavanagh is against 
it.

You 
won't get him to talk about it, 
but it is true that Lewis on three 
occasions has had opportunities to 
became secretary of labor. Each 
time he refused, believing his use- 
fulness to the union might be im- 
paired if he took a political, job. 


The present quarrel pver craft 


vs. Industrial unionism, Lewis rec- 
ognizes, is far more than an inter- 
nal factional fight. If Lewis' poli- 
cies prevail, as he is certain th-;'

militant 
force, better equipped,

The Grain Futures Act, incidentally, 


was passed in 1922 and has been upheld 
by the Supreme Court. 


The Circuit Court's decision served to 


reveal that the present-tense requirement 
applies only to traders. It does not operate 
for grain exchanges. Any exchange is sub- 
ject to punishment for past offenses. 


How and why the loophole came to be 


inserted in the law is unknown. But indig- 
nant government lawyers say that under 
the Court's interpretation a "district attor- 
ney would have to catch a man actually 
committing murder before he could be pro- 
secuted."
